In The Legislature. | 
The increasing of the rate of taxa-) 
tion on banks and natural gas com-| 
panies and the inclusion of power or! 
transmission companies within the 
scope of provincial taxation, is the ob- 
ject of the measure introduced by 
Hon, C. R. Mitchell in the legislature 
Tuesday afternoon, to amend the 
Corporation Taxation act. The pro- 
‘\vincial treasurer sald he did not think 
na&ural gas companies were paying 
what they should. The taxation was 
very nominal at the present time and 
they were well able to pay more. 
Then the power companies had reach- 
ed a stage, said the minister, when 
they should pay some slight taxation. 
In regard to the banks, the provincial 
treasurer said that the rate in Alber- 
ta was much lower than in most of 
the provinces, 
Hail Insurance 
The provincial treasurer also intro- 
duced a bill to enable the Hail In- 
surance Board to borrow money at 
_the banks, the government guarantee- 
ifig the accolint against the collections, 
so that the board can pay losses 
promptly, the bank being willing to 


wait, 
Small Debts 

The act. respecting the Recovery of 
Small Debts was considered by the| 
committee of the whole house. 

Mr. Hoadley thought that in view 
of the large share justices of the peace 
would have in the administration of 
the act, more care should be exercised 
in the appointment of these officials, 
He asked what would be done in this 
direction, to get men of ability who 
would carry out the act efficiently. 

Attorney General Cross replied that

LONDON, April 9.—At the conclusion of Mr. Lloyd George's speech, 
| Joseph Deylin warned the government that it was entering upon a course of 
madness if it endeavored to enforce conscription on Ireland. Ireland, he said, 
never had been consulted on its willingness to pay this blood tax, If the 
government would do justice to the Irish people, it would give them the free 
government of a free people. John Dillon, supporting Mr. Deviin's motion, 
asked the premier whether he had consulted anybody before taking this de- 
cision. If he had consulted a single Irish representative he should name the 
man. Mr. Dillon eaid he hoped for the sake of the war and the Empire 
that the methods of th® war cabinet in dealing with the war were different

Enemy Gains Ground in Advanced Positions in Neuve Chapelle Dis. 
trict—New Offensive is One on Eleven-Mile Front in Armentieres 
Region, North of Arras.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN FRANCE, April 9.—The 
Germans today delivered a heavy attack against the British on an 
eleven-mile front between Givenchy Lez LaBasse and northeastward 
|to Fleaurbaix, near Armenticres, 
The enemy appears to have gained a foothold in some of the 
ced defences. 
LONDON, April 9.—The official report from Field Marshal 
Haig Tuesday night announces: 

‘“This morning, after an intense bombardment of our positions 
| from La Bassee canal to the neighborhood of Armentieres, strong 
| hostile forces attacked the British and Portuguese troops holding this 
| sector of our front. Favored by a thick mist, which made observa- 
|tion impossible, the enemy succeeded in forcing his way into the Al- 
lies’ positions in the vicinity of Neuve Chapelle, Fauquissart and 
Cardonnerie farm.’’ 

“After ueavy fighting lasting throughout the day, the enemy 
|sueceeded in forcing back the Portuguese troops in the centre and 
the British troops on the flanks of the line of the River Lys, between 
Estaires and Baes St. Maure. 

““We held our positions on both banks about Givenchy and 
Mleurbaix. At both these latter places there was heavy fighting, but 
the enemy was repulsed. Richebourg-St. Vaast and Laventie have 
ie taken by the enemy.

The Farmer at Sea. 


The prices of farm products are 
high. The wages demanded by 
farm laborers are also high. Both 
prices and wages have gone up to 
figures out of all former exper- 
ience. The basis of calculation up- 
on which the farmer in normal 
times can plan his season’s opera- 
tions has thereby been destroyed. 
While prices are high, they may 
or may not remain as high as they 
are, or may go higher, and the 
farmer is faced with the necessity 
of speculating if he enlarges his 
operations by engaging additional 
labor at the present abnormally 
high prices. Guaranteed minimum 
prices would establish a basis of 
prospective revenue upon which 
the farmer could calculate with 
some degree of certainty what 
rate of wages he could afford to 
pay and still have a margin of 
profit left for himself. Placed in 
that position, the farmer would be 
induced to enlarge his operations 


‘go broke’’ if he did so, The pres- 
ent arrangement leaves him in a 
| state of uncertainty as to the fi- 
nancial outcome, which ean only 
tend to discourage him from un- 
dertaking larger enterprises. 


Income Tax Exemptions. 


The legislature has decided that 
hanks, railway companies, express 
companies and joint stock compa- 

{nies generally are to be exempt 
from city income tax if they pay 
business tax. The banks did not 
object to paying the income tux 
until the railways and express 
companies were. excused, when 
they put in a demand for similar 
treatment, and got it. The exemp- 
tions granted of course will cut 
down the revenue-producing value 
of the tax very substantially, and 
jwhat is forgiven the lucky cor- 
porations will have to be met by 
the other taxpayers,

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The Delinquent Taxpayer 
Should Not Be Robbed 

“o———— 


The question of protection of 
the rights of city property own- 
ers who are tax delinquents 15 & 
matter of concern not only to the 
coporation and to themselves, but 
to the province at large. The prin- 
ciple of good faith in all business 
transactions in which incorpora- 
tions by the province are concern- 
ed, must be upheld if the credit of 
the province is to be maintained. | 
The fact that in large measure the | 
delinquent taxpayer is @ non-resi- 
dent makes it not less, but more, 
necessary that he should be dealt 
with fairly and with due regard 
to his rights and interests. A new 
country. must depend on the in- 
vestment of outside capital for its 
development, and the investment 
of outside capital depends on the 
maintenance of lgcal credit. What- 
ever tends to destroy local credit 
tends to restrict the investment of 
capital, and thereby hinders the 
progress of city or country. 

Of the many recent amendments 
to the Edmonton City Charter pro- 
| posed by the ‘Council to the Legis- 
|lature, a number haye been refused 
sanction by the Municipal Law 
Committee, but still others have 
been accepted by the committee 
and are now passed on to the 
Legislature for final action, Hith- 
erto the tax delinquent had three 
years in which to redeem his pro- 
perty afte: sale. An amendment 
which has passed the committee 
provides that he shall have only 
one year in which to redeem. This | 
is a very radical departure, and if 
the interests of the city demand | 
that it must be taken, every pos- 
sible safeguard should be thrown 
around the interests of the pro-| 
perty owners whose rights are so 
seriously affected. Instead of that, 
however,a further amendment pro- 
vides that the notice of sale which 
up to the present time had to be by 
newspaper may hereafter, at the 
option of the Council, be by print- 
ed pamphlet. This is giving the 
property owner both ends of a 
rough deal: First, he has only a 
year after sale in which to redeem, 
and, Next, the sale is to be made 
| without that publicity which is the 
only assurance of competitive bid- 
ding and therefore of the best pos- 
| sible price. 

A tax sale means that the owner 
lis being deprived of his property. 
| He is a delinquent, and has lost 
|his right to make provision for 
|payment of the taxes. But that 
| does not in any degree decrease his 
|right to whatever equity there 
'may be in the property, nor his 
lright to receive at the hands of 
{the corporation the fullest pos- 
| sible protection of that equity. It 
lis not a question of whether or nat 
lhe can be given notice without 
newspaper advertising that his 
| property is going to be sold. The 
| question is as to whether the pur- 
{chasing publie will have due no- 
tice of the sale of the property. 
Otherwise the tax sale simply 
|}means that the absentee property | 


owner who, having fallen on evil 
\days is unable to meet the demands | 
of the city, is being robbed of his 
property under the excuse of com- 
pelling him to pay his taxes. 

It is true that the delinquent 
property owner, whether resident 
| or non-resident, may not receive 
|a great deal of local sympathy, 
| but the fact that he is a delinquent 
| does not im any degree destroy the 
|right that he has to the equity in{ 
the property that he paid for, any 
|more than does the fact that a 
| debtor is unable to meet the inter- 
jest on a mortgage deprive him of 
the equity in the property affected. 
The law takes cognizance of the 
|right of the owner in private trans- 
\tions, and should take equal cog- 
jnisance of the owner’s rights 
| where the obligation is to a muni- 
|cipal corporation instead of to a} 
private individual. 
The proposed amendment to the | 
|charter provides for a charge of | 
| 25e per lot or parcel for advertis- | 
jing or printing, The charge is! 
|trifling when compared with 
the interests affected. The amount 
jis not important.
